Press, but his death on October 3rd, 1896, led to the closing of the Press in March, 1898, 
before the project was completed. The wood-blocks for the initials and other ornaments 
designed by Mr. Morris weie presented at this time to the British Museum, the type alone 
being reserved for future use by the Trustees. 

With the exception of five lectures, these volumes are all that have been printed with 
Kelmscott type since the Press was closed.
